SWAG WORTH THE EFFORTS 
of the most accomplished burglars was the 
half million dollars that Jake Sharp, the pro­ 
moter of the Broadway railroad, kept for a 
y ear in a safe deposit vault in readiness to 
pay out in getting the charter.

ful if so large a sum ever before lay unpro­ 
ductive and convertible; and, had the secret 
b jou discovered by adroit thieves, there is no 
telling what they might have accomplished.

that they had stolen any thing."

The disturbance between Rev. Mr. Betts, 
Episcopalian, of 
St. Louis, and Bishop 
Robertson, of the diocese of Missouri, could 
not very well have been avoided by the latter 
if ho was to maintain his Episcopal dignity 
and authority . 
Mr. Betts’s offense, which 
was referred to in the Hera ld at the time it 
was committed, consisted of a sweeping at­ 
tack upon his brethren of the cloth for the 
part they had taken iu ridding the pulpit of 
the notorious Jardine, whose crimes had be­ 
come scandalous. 
In defending that un­ 
worthy priest Mr. Betts used language so in­ 
temperate and so immoral in tone that silence 
on the part of his superiors would have 
argued a remarkable complacency , not to say 
neglect of the plainest duty . 
Bishop Robertson is entitled to the warm­ 
est support of press and people in his de­ 
termination to maintain the reputation as well 
as the discipline of the pulpit.

the healthy condition of Dallas, the city and 
county authorities had the pest house de­ 
stroy ed by fire, pay ing $3 0 0 for the cabin

W as h ing t o n , 
Feb. 2 0.—Colonel Grif 
Prather escorted W . G. McCarthy , the newly 
appointed postmaster for Jefferson City , to 
the White house to-day . Prather introduced 
McCarthy to tho president as one of the post­ 
masters appointed y esterday , and the presi­ 
dent at once responded: “ He must be the one 
I got a telegram about asking me if I intend­ 
ed to let a congressman and an outsider run 
against the will of the people.” Prather as­ 
sured the president that no mistake had been 
made in the choice of McCarthy , but he did 
not find out whether he or some one else was 
the outsider referred to in the telegraph pro­ 
test. 
Postmaster General Yilas has stilted to the 
candidates as postal inspectors that he may 
possibly make some appointments to-day , 
but does not ex pect to make his announce­ 
ments until nex t week, 
He will not be gov­ 
erned entirely by the standing of candidates 
in the ex amination, but will look carefully at 
the papers in making his selections and be 
guided to a great ex tent by the indications of 
the merits they afford. 
Missouri had eight 
candidates, but it is not at all likely sho will 
receive more than one appointment.

“This advance.” said Mr. Armour last eve­ 
ning, “kills the dressed beef business com­ 
pletely unless some relief is found. 
Shipping 
dressed beef to the seaboard is a new busi­ 
ness comparatively . 
It lias been only within 
the last three or four y ears that it has assum­ 
ed large proportions. 
It has grown wonder­ 
fully , and last y ear about three-fourths of all 
beef shipments east were of dressed beef. 
The people prefer tho dressed beef, for a 
bullock when first killed is tough and stringy , 
but y ou let the meat ripen ten day s or so, as 
it does in a refrigerator car while in transpor­ 
tation to the seaboard, and it is nice and ten­ 
der, and ready to be cut up few immediate 
use. 
That is the reason the people have 
made the dressed beef business grow to such 
lfi[rge proportions. 
This raise in freight rates 
is a blow not only at the shippers but at 
% consumers, and it remains to be seen 
whether tho people will stand such a high 
handed proceeding. 
“The live stock shippers, of course, have 
not liked to see the dressed beef business 
grow so rapidly , and they have been try ing to 
kill it off for two or three y ears, and they 
have the advantage because the railroads are 
with them. 
The stock y ards hero and in 
other places also are owned, not by the rail­ 
roads, but by men who are railroad officials. 
For instance, the stock of the stock y ards here ■ the past three months, 
is worth about $13.000,000, and Vander- 1 
hilts owns $8,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 of it. 
“Nearly two y ears ago the dressed beef 
shippers were invited to appear before Com­ 
missioner Fink and furnish full information 
of the cost of preparing and shipping dressed 
beef in refrigerator cars to New York. 
We 
did so. 
Then the trunk lino pool set 
about fix ing rates so that the man who 
bought dressed beef in the eastorn market 
should pay the same price per pound whether 
‘fee article was shipped dressed from Chicago 
or was dressed in New York from cattle ship­ 
ped alive from the west. 
The railroads as- 
somed the right to absorb any advantage 
ich might belong to the dresscd-beef ship­ 
pers from improved methods or from advan­ 
tages of conducting slaughtering in the west. 
The matter was arbitrated, and rates were 
filed largely advantageous to the live-stock 
men. 
We were compelled to submit, and 
have carried on business at times at large 
l<ws. 
We had our plants, and had agreed to 
abide by the results of the arbitration, and we 
could not do otherwise. 
"But the worst of it is that the pool rates 
wer« not lived up to. 
The rates have been 
cut' continually in favor of the live stock men. 
The cut has been a secret one. and sometimes 
it has been a y ear or two y ears before we 
found it out. 
When we did find it out we 
made the railroads pay over the amount of 
the cut to us, according to the provisions of 
the pool agreement. 
They have had to pay 
over hundreds of thousands of dollars in just 
that way . 
One railroad manager wrote to 
me, when I demanded a pay ment on account 
of a cut that had been made to the live stock 
men, and said: ‘This is a d -----<1 queer way 
of doing a railroad business. 
Here we have 
paid out a dividend on what we supposed we 
had oarned, and now we find out we didn’t 
earn it and have to give it up.’ It made them 
hoi to pay over money under such circum­ 
stances, but they had to do it. 
Nov.*, how- 
over, they have taken dressed meats out of 
the pool with live stock, so that they will be 
free to give the live stock men all tho cuts 
they want to and it will not cost them any ­ 
thing when tho cut is discovered. 
“The live-stock men supposed that they 
had the rates so fix ed that tlio drossed-meat 
business would be crippled and killed. 
It 
would have been were it not that the Grand 
Trunk was not in the pool. 
It could not 
compete with the other lines in carry ing live 
cattle, but could in carry ing dressed beef. It 
naturally declined to go into a pool which 
discriminated against dressed beef. 
“ When the live-stock men found that we 
were still attending to business they went to 
work to give us this lost blow. 
Tho trunk- 
line representatives passed a resolution in 
December requesting Commissioner Fink, 
by reason of dissatisfaction at the ex isting 
rates by the live-stock shippers, to reopen the 
matter, invite arguments from the parties in­ 
terested and dccide on new rates. 
I was in­ 
vited to be present and declined, for I saw it 
would be of no earthly use, as the question 
was already decided against us. 
In a written 
reply I said: 
‘Large sums of money are justly due as over­ 
charges to all tho dressed beef shippers, 
caused by the secret cuts of cattle rates to 
favored parties. 
It would be well that the 
trunk lino pool would see to it that these set­ 
tlements are made in good faith by all tho 
roads with both dressed beef and cattle ship­ 
pers before proposing a new “tentative” rate 
which at the best can only offer superior 
facilities for further cuts. 
We consider it a 
breach of faith for tho trunk lines to attempt 
to so lightly set aside tho rights of the dress­ 
ed beef shipper. 
Additional large sums of 
money have been invested in the business on 
tho supposition that rates were fix ed, until 


three miles, a vertical, feathery and very 
brilliant arrow of fire ex tends almost to the 
zenith, and at its highest point is at times the 
most brilliant, and quite as bright as a rod of 
iron at a white heat.

never before witnessed. 
It appeared about 8 p. m., and, with the ex ­ 
ception of a few times, when some increasing 
or temporary haziness dimmed the lower half 
of it, the size and brilliancy of the shaft re­ 
writer last looked at it, 
which was a littls after 11 o’clock. 
§ £ Tho same phenomenon appeared at the es­ 
cape pipe at the Phillipsburg gas work« and 
also at the Braden gas well, a distance of eight 
miles from where the writer viewed it, and it 
was no doubt quite as brilliant on a nearer 
view' as the fiery arrow that reached from the 
steel works tube to a point far above the Pole 
star. 
The splendor of this phenomenon is abso­ 
lutely bey ond the power of verbal description. 
No language can paint its beauty —no words 
can possibly convey any adequate conception 
of the picture it produced. 
Standing a mile 
south of and looking due north at • the tube 
from which the burning gas was issuing, we 
saw the sky lighted to a distance of twenty 
acres or more above the horizon. 
This light, 
owing to tho peculiar natural pulsations of 
the gas as it rushed from tho tube, was in a 
continually leaping and flashing motion. 
Nearly to the same height the atmosphere 
seemed slightly hazy ; above that distance tho 
sky was clear and the stars in the northern 
constellations quite bright; then from the 
mouth of the burning, flaming tube, straight 
as an arrow', and reaching vertically to a dis­ 
tance of 
seventy -five or 
eighty degrees 
above tho horizon, was this feathery , quiver­ 
ing, brilliant shaft of fire. 
Somewhat similar 
threads of fire are sometimes seen in brilliant 
display s of the aurora borealis, but none can, 
in beauty and variety and intensity , rival this 
wonderful py rotechnic display of natural gas 
on which our wondering ey es gazed on the 
night of Jan. 30, A. D, 188G. 
Can any of our savants ex plain the cause 
of it? To a philosopher or any lover of the 
beautiful and the wonderful it is worth a trip 
of a thousand miles to see it as we saw it 
Saturday night. 
We will add that this phenomenon, as well 
as several others we have witnessed within 
appeared either in or 
immediately preceding a light, fleecy fall of 
snow and the temperature ranging from 20 
to 30 degrees above zero and when the at­ 
mosphere near tho surface was hazy or only 
very light and nearly white, fleecy clouds, if 
any , were visible.

all parties concerned if the fight is persisted 
in. 
The total amount of capital invested in 
the coke business there is about $1 8 ,0 0 0 ,- 
0 0 0 and the interest charges on this vast 
sum amount to $1 0 0 ,0 0 0 per month. 
This 
in part represents the loss to the companies 
themselves. 
Then there is the loss of in­ 
come from their business, which is a great 
deal larger. 
In the third place it is costing 
the operators vast sums to protect their works 
and keep them from being flooded with water. 
The railroads are losing freight to the amount 
©f 8 0 0 car loads per day and have 2,000 
cars standing idle on the sidetracks, thus be­ 
ing cut off from thousands of dollars revenue 
every day . 
On the other side the workmen 
¡themselves have been subjected to a loss of 
$2 9 7 ,0 0 0 during the thirty -three day s they 
have been idle. 
It seems strange that men 
on either side of the question will allow them­ 
selves to be dragged info such an expensive 
fight. 
The damage and loss of money caused 
jl>y this disastrous strike will be a burden on 
the district involved for y ears to come. 
Had 
the plain written law of the state of Penn­ 
sy lvania against the establishment of the no­ 
torious scheme of robbery known as the 
truck sy stem been enforced there would have 
been no strike and millions of dollars would 
been saved to to the participants on 
both sides.
